Alſo,at the 
ſetting of the Sun, 
if the bodice therof 
bee diuerſlie coloured, or redde, or diſperſed 
about with ſelfe-like Clowds,the Beams red, 
and of Icugth, it pronounceth great Wie, 
- ene 
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the next daye from that part. Blackneſſe in 
the Sunne , or Moonez, betokeneth Water, 
Redde, ſignifhieth winde. | 

The Elemeat redde inthe Euening, the next 
day faire: But inthe Morning redde, Winde 
and Raine, Alſo the Sunne Beames ſpotted 

greene, pale,or blacke, gathered to a Clowde, 
{1gnifieth Raine. Farther, the Sunne at the 
ſercing plainlic ſeene wichout anie Clowde, 
declareth a faire N1ght to enſue.
